Edmonton, Aug. 3.—Betw 
WOULD CUT SURPLUS & etween 100 


and 200 families now resident along 
the Goose Lake line probably will be 
moved to ogher locations where feed 
is more readily available for stock, 
according to Hon. George Hoadley, 
Minister of Agriculture and Health. 
More than 100 applications are al- 
ready on file with the department. 

The minister said that the govern- 
ment was studying the situation. Re- 
ports from Calgary had indicated that 
large supplies of vegetables would 
have to be sent into the Goose Lake 
and Berry Creek areas. 

Free transportation would be pro- 
vided for those settlers moving out 
of the areas affected with the pro- 
vincial government and railways co- 
operating and, it was believed, with 
the assistance of the Dominion gov- 
ernment in addition. 

Those who do not move, but who 
remain in the Berry Creek area un- 
der conditions similar to those in the 
Tilley East area, will receive relief. 

Whether this relief will be from 
provincial or under a Dominion gov- 
ernment commission scheme, such as 
was used in Saskatchewan during the 
drought period, remains to be seen. 
There has been some discussion of 
using this latter method, but nothing 
definite has been decided as yet. 

The minister stated the vegetable 
question automatically entered the 
whole relief problem.

LEGISLATION AIDS 
SOLDIER FARMERS 

Edmonton, Aug. 7. — New federal 
legislation provides for the transfer 
of certain soldier settler lands’ to 
municipalities, states T. Magladery 
of Ottawa, director of soldier settle- 
ment, who is in the city on an inspec- 
tion of western offices. 

In such cases as low grade lands 
which have been unsold for two 
years, the director is authorized to 
make transfer to the municipalities. 
Some 800 parcels have already been 
transferregZ in the dominion under 
this new system. 

Another step ‘has been 
municipalities a prior tax 
right on soldier settler lands. The 
enforcement of collection can be 
applied on the crop but not on the 
land. 

Another step taken by the depart- 
ment, headed by Hon. W. A. Gor- 
don, is to allow a 100 per cent credit 
to soldier settlers in connection with 
their payments. This means _ that 
for every dollar the settler pays, the 
dominion gives him credit for dou- 
ble the amount. The appreciaiton 
of settlers has been expressed in 
hundreds of letters received by the 
department. “ 

There is only one string to the 
matter, however, and that is that 
the settler must first produce proof 
showing that he has paid the cur- 
rent year’s taxgs to the municipal- 
ity. 

“The policy of the department is 
to not foreclose on anybody who is 
family on the farm.” said Mr. Mag- 
making a home to rnjpygelt any ui4.

SCOTLAND YARD TESTS 


A great deal of money is spent 
every year in improving, training, 
equipping and examining men _ for 
positions in British police forces. 

The old adage “set a thief to catch 
a thief’ has been definitely dis- 
proved, and criminal detection is 
always carried out by officers who 
have studied the subject and regard 
criminology as a science. 

In a room in Scotland Yard, twice 
a year may be found a body lying on 
the floor. Nearby is a revolver ‘with 
one spent cartridge in the chamber. 
The furniture is disarranged—and, 
perhaps a window broken. But the 
“body” is of wax and the furnfshings 
of the room are al!“properties.” 

For this is the time of the peri- 
odical examination of men, quali- 
fying for promotion. One by one 
they are admitted to the “murdered 
man’s room” where they are instruc- 
ted to make a thorough search for 
clues to the crime. They make notes 
of anything which appears to have 
even the remotest bearing on the 
case. But this is only one of the tests 
they have to pass. 

The secret of success in these ex- 
aminations lies in mental alertness.

Another test consists of a parade 
of anything from one to two dozen 
men whom the candidate is instruct- 
ed to describe minutely.

Provincial and colonial officers are 
also, in some cases trained at the 
Scotland Yard school, while crimin- 
ologists from all over the world re- 
ceive information and assistance.

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THE ARMY ABSORBS 
ITS QUOTA OF MEN. 


The British Army is making its | 
annual bid for recruits and although 
so many men are unemployed, no! 
over-surplus of applicants is expect: : 
ed, except for the Air Force. 

Last year the Army wanted 27,000 
recruits and there were 70,418 ap- 
plications, but 42,000 wera turned 
away because they were unsuitable 
and over 1,000 changed their minds: 
at the last moment about a military | 
career. 

Among Britain's 3.000,600 unem- 
ployed, some 400.000 are young 
ment of the eligible army age of 
twenty-five and under. 


The recruit having proved him-; 
self eligible by means of a_ birth, 
certificate and a good reference as 
to character, is put through physi- | 
cal and mental tests. if he emerg-; 
es successfully from tnese he is, 
sent to the depot of the regiment he 
has chosen, is provided with a 
complete outfit, and begins a course 
of six months’ training. 


He works forty-eight hours a week 
and is paid fourteen shillings as a 
start. He has plenty of games to 
play and recreation rooms. His eve- 
nings are his own, and he will also 
be able to get away for week ends. 


After six months he takes his place 
in the ranks of his regiment. His pay 
rises to 15s. 9d a week and in another 
six months to 17s. 6d—or if he does 
well and becomes a _ lance-corporal 
within a year, to 24s. 6d. 

If he is very good at ‘his work he 
may qualify to fill one of the thirty 
places reseryed each year for men 
of the ranks to become officers. Or 
he may be selected to specialize in 
some particular occupation — with 
some cases, additional pay. 7 

After a period of duty with the 
same service battalion of his unit, 
he will probably be posted abroad 
for a spell. Under the normal terms 
of enlistment he will serve with the 
colors for seven years. After this he 
will be transferred to the army re- 
serve for five years. Druing this 
time he will do no training, ‘but will 
dralw reserve pay of 10s 6d or 7s. a 
week. 

Provision is made for some 3,000 
men to undergo a course of training 
in one of many trades during the 
last six months of tHeir service, 8Q 
that they may have an occupation to 
which they can turn when they have 
left the army. 

And a man who serves in the 
army for twenty-one years receives 
a pension for life. 

Like the army, the navy does not 
yet find it necessary to turn away 
any good men. 

The navy has plenty of openings 
as stokers for able-bodied men be- 
tween eighteen and twenty-five. It 
will also take on men (with experience 
as engineers, blacksmiths, carpenters, 
electricians, painters, plumbers or 
cooks. The Royal Air Force, has to 
keep a waiting list of young men 
anxious to join as the air force has 
only 3,000 openings annually—not be- 
cause it is overwhelmed by an aval- 
anche of applications. 

Of the applicants who are med- 
ically examined by the three _ ser- 
vices, about 50 per cent are physi- 
cally unfit — mainly through such 
reesons as’ insufficient weight, dis- 
eases of t he middle ear, defective 
eyesight, the loss or decay of seven 
or more teeth, heart trouble, leg de- 
fects and flat feet.

may have the opposite effect? An- 
other remedy for flowers that have 
been out of water for some time is 
to split the stems, plunge them into 
a jar containing two or three inches 
of hot water, and keep them in the 
dark for an hour or two. But this 
will be useless unless you cut off 
the dead pieces of stem before putt- 
ing the flowers in the vases. Tulips 
that bend over with the weight of 
their heads are usually treated by 
wrappng in stiff paper. But do you 
know that you can stiffen the droop- 
ing stems with starch? Put a small 
piece in the water and watch the re-
